MILK SHORTAGE THREATENED.

Differences Between Dairymen and

New York Dealers Grow Serious.

NEW YORK, September 230.—Three of
the largest milk distributing compa-
nies in this city admit that after to-
day, when their contracts with dairy-
men expire, they will be unable to sup-
ply their customers. They predicted a
milk famine in the city before the end
of next week unless means are found
to bring the farmers and dealers to-

gether. There is enough milk stored
here to last about five days, represen-
tatives of the companies said, but aft-
er that only about 30 per cent of the
quantity normally consumed will be
available. This will no more than
supply the needs of babies and the sick
in hospitals, they said. )
The sitoation Is the result of differ-
ences between city dealers and the
Dairymen's League, an organisation of
farmers in New York state, Conneeti-
cut. eastern Pennsylvania and New
Jersey, who supply the eity with milk.
The league, for which John J. Dillon,
state commissioner of foeds and mar-
kets, is acting as agent, deminds 1
cent a quart more than the dealers
have been paying under the contracts
which expire today.

Warship Reported Sunk.

The Rumanian official communica-
tion, issued today by the Rumanian
war office, follows:

“Fighting has occurred along the
front, and was especially severe north-
west of Boddar and north of Stena.

The enemy retreated eastward, leaving
two officers and 200 men in our hands.

‘South of Sitda (Hermannstadt) active

fighting confjnues.
“Southern front—Our artillery sank
an enemy warship in the canal south
of the Island of Pepsina (in the Dan-
ube river southwest of Giurgevo). In
Dobrudja there were patrol engage-
ments.

““Hostile seroplanes bombed Tzerna-

wvoda, Alexandria and villagés south of
‘Bucharest.

An enemy aeroplane was
brought down mnear Padosu, in the
Mehediutzi department. An enemy
aeroplane arrived at Bailestzi (in
southwestern Rumania) from the di-
rection of Saloniki.”

U. S. Charge Investigates
Reported Atrocities of
Rumanians in Dobrudja

BERLIN, September 30.—"According
to the Bulgarian Telegraphic Agency,”
saya an Overseas News Agency an-
nouncement, “the United States Charge
d'Affaires Willliam Marfield, accom-
panied by several foreign correspond-
ents has made an investigation into
the reported Rumanian atrocities in
Dobrudja.

“The party of investigation arrived
at Dabrie Beptember 17, and was re-
celved there by the mayor, the military
guthoritles and numerous other per-
sons, proceeding Iimmediately In a
thorpugh manner with the _work in
hand. From Dobric they went to the
village of Baladsha, which had been
burned aud where the inhabltants had
been massacred or driven away by the
Rumanians,” the statement continues.

They visited also the villages of Kar-
Has and Nadradim, which lkewise
were the scenes of atrocitiea, On the
18th they went to Sillstria, where they
investigated most carefully the crimes
charged against the Rumanlians and
then inspected the villages of Kalipe-
rovo, Aldemlir, Babuuek, Yentkoy,

ara-Omer and Srebena.

F. L. SMALL FACES CHARGE
OF FIRST-DEGREE MURDER

Body of Wife, Taken From Burned
Home, Shows Bhe Was Strangled
and Skull Broken.

MOUNTAIN VIEW, N. H., September
30 —Frederick L. 8mall, who was ar-
rested yesaterday after the finding of hia
wife's body In the ruins of hia bdrned
cottage here, semained under guard at
a hotel today, until taken to a hearing

in the distriet court on a charge of
murder in the first degree. Attorney
General James P. Tuttle and County
Solicitor Walter E. Hill took charge of
the case.

Dr. B. Frank Horne, medical referee,
who examined Mrs. Small's body, said
today that the skull was fractured, ap-
parently by some blunt Instrument, and
that she had been strangled by the
cord found .tied about her meck. He
found no trace of a bullet wound.

The agent of a life insurance com-
pany has made known that in Janu-
ary last he had written a joint policy
on the lives of Small and his wife, Mra.
Arlene Small, for 320,000, He solicited
the business, he said, and both the
husband and wife participated in the
negotiations that led to the issuance
of the policy.

In 190% Small sued A. H. Soden, widely
known as one of the three owners of
the Boston National League base ball
club, for $500,000 for alienation of Mrs.
Small's affections. Ile was awarded
$10.000.

Small was arralgned in the distriet
eourt today and held for hearing Octo-
ber b on a charge of murder. The
court action followed the finding of the
coroner that Mrs. Small had died of
strangulation. Small pleaded not
gullty.

Another development of the day was
the statement made by B. Frank Horne,
medical referee, that his investigation
had disclosed that the person who killed
Mre. Small and fired the house in an
endeavor to conceal the crime had first
shot her, strangled her and beat her
over the head. The statement was made
after the discovery of a bullet in the
woman's head and the finding in the
ruins of a revolver of similar ealiber.

The head of Mrs. Small, which was
gaved from the flames through falling
into a pool of water, is being held by
the medical authorities. The neck is
#till circled by a knotted cord, the skull
crushed from seven blows and the trace
of a bullet wound is ¢lear, according to
Horne. The bullet was removed and
found to be of size corresponding to
that used In an automatic revolver
found In the debris.

In the opinion of officials the woman
was shot, then beaten and subsequently
strangled perhaps to stifle her cries.
As yet they have found no evidence,
they sald, to support the statement of
a spectator at the flre that he saw the
body through the flames, apparently
Eartly suspended by a rope from the

ead of a bed.

At the inquest Dr. E. W. Hogsdon, who
performed the autopsy, described the
wounds on the back of the head. the
hole over the left eyve, through which the
bullet had entered to lodge at the back
of the right ear, and the circling of the
neck by a cord tightly wound. The bul-
let, he stated, fitted exactly a revolver
found in the ruins. In his opinion, death
was caused by strangulation. The find-
ing of the revolver and of Mrs, Small's
jewelry In the ruins also was described.

To a questlon by Attorney General
James Tuttle whether Small had said
anything concerning his wife's death,
High Sheriff Chandler stated that the
husband, on his return yesterday from
Boston, sald Mrs. Small had gone to
the door to bid him good-bye when he
wag leaving home on Thursday. Small
left here at 4 o'clock that afternoon
and the fire was discovered about 10
o'clock at night.

CRETE VERY CRADLEOF
ANCENTGREEK CLTURE

Is Said to Have Given Far More to
Phat Nation Than Fee Sndisp
Son, Venizelos.

National Geographic Bulletin Tells
of Recent Excavations on This
Historic Island.

Crete, the “half-way house between
three continents,” whose citizens are
reported to have revolted against the
pacific course of King Constantine, has
given far more to the Greek nation
than her native son, Venizelos, the for-
mer premier, who for nearly two years
has been recurrently hailed as “the
man of the hour"” while his country has
been poised on the brink of the Euro-
pean conflict, afrald to yleld to his plea
to plunge forward, yet fearful lest, re-
malning inert, she be Ingulfed and left
without a rescuer when the victorious
powers meet to parcel out the rewards
of war.

According to 2 war geography bulle-
tin of the Natlonal Geographic Soclety,
this island is viewed by leading sclen-
tists and archeologists as the very
cradle of ancient Greek culture.

“It was not the Phoeniclans who in-
vented the art of writing,” says the
bulletin, “but the Cretans who, under
the sway of their remarkable sea-
kings, antedated by several hundred
years the culture of the commercial
nation which flourlshed on the shores
of Asla Minor. Recent excavations on
this Island, the home of Minos, of
Ariadne and of the horror-inspiring
Minotaur of Homeric legend, have dis-
closed evidences of a clvilization which
reached its apogee 1,400 years before
the birth of Christ and more than six
centuries before the First Olympiad,
the starting point of recorded Attic
history. Nor was Crete's a civilization
which in any degree paled in compari-
son with the grandeur of the Baby-

“Clay tablets bearing Inscriptions in
linear form far more graceful thdn any
produced by the Phoenicians were
found by the thousands; remarkable
freacoes in brilllant colors depicting a
race of men and women of rare physi-
cal beauty and high mental accomplish-
ments; pottery, bronzes, tools and gam-
ing tables that for perfection of work-
manship, elaborate decoration and ar-
tistic development' have hardly been
surpassed in the thirty-five centuriea
which stretch between that day and

this.
Parisian Style of Dress.

“One of the most astonishing discov-
eries mede In the palace of Minos (the
name should probably he applied to a
dynasty, llke the Pharaohs of Egypt,
rather than to one king, as mythology
recites) was the style of dress among
the women. Indeed, the artists who
executed the frescoes might have had
modern Parigiennes for thelr models,
judged by the decolette gowns, the
rouged cheeks, the flaring hats, the
high heela and the tightly coraeted fig-
ures.

“A romantic revelation of these ruins
was & pleture of the Cretan sport of
bull grappling, a pastime which was a
forerunner of the trocadero combats of
twentieth century Spain. According to
conjectures of leading authoritiea, bull
grappling oeccupied the game place in
Cretan soclal life that the arenic games
and gladiatorial battles did in Home
centuries later, with the exception that

*“One fresco, which retalns ita original
brilllant colors, shows two girls and a
boy engaged in the conflict. The boy
has succeeded In seizing the horns of
the charging animal and has executed
& somersault over the beast's back., The
firat girl has also completed the daring
evolution, but the artist shows the gec-
ond girl at the momeént when she is
reaching out for the horns, and the
spectator is left in doubt as to whether
she succeeds or Is impaled on the dead-
ly points.

RAILROAD SEEKS RIGHT
T0 BRIDGE THREE RIVERS

Washington-Newport News Short
Line Would Cross the Potomac,
Rappahannock and York.

Application has been made to the
War Department by the Washington-
Newport News Short Line for permis-
sion to construct steel truss bridges,
with draws, across the Potomac river
near Metomkin Point, Va., across the
Rappahannock river near Layton's,
Va., and across the York river near
Yorktown, Va.

The proposed line is designed to con-
nect Newport News, Washington and
Baltimore. The end of the proposed
bridge across the Potomac river is to
be at Riverside, Md, the Virginia end
belng at Metomkin peint. North from

Riverside the line follows the course
of the Potomac river, passing near the
naval proving grounds at Indian Head,
Clermont, Fort Washington, Fort Foote
and Shepherds. '

Virginia Gives Consent.

Construction of the bridges over the
Rappahannock and York rivers is au-
thorized by exlsting state law of WVir-
ginia. Favorable action by Congress
will be necessary before the proposed
bridge across the Potomac can be con-
structed. None of the bridges can be
constructed, however, unless the War
Department ig satisfied that they will
not obstruct navigation.

he will glve a public hearing to all
persons interested in the construction
of any of these bridges, in the custom
house in Baltimore on the morning of
October 18.

TO EXTEND FACILITIES
FOR U. S. MAIL IN PANAMA

Improvement of Service for Trans-
missions to Latin Countries Plan-
ned by P. 0. Department.

Improvement and extension of the fa-
cllities for the handling at Panama of
United States mails destined for South
and Central American countries is be-
ing planned by the Post Office Depart-
ment. It was announced today that
Poetmaster General Burleson had sent
Robert L. Maddox, superintendent of
foreign mails, to the isthmus to ar-
range for the handling of the mails
with greater safety and expedition
after their receipt there. Mr. Maddox,
who will remain in the Canal Zone for
saeveral weeks, also will investigate the

262 Vessels Sunk Between June 1
and September 24, Latest

Advices Show. & |

Much more complete information of
Germany’s submarine activities which
rupplements Lord Robert Cecll's state.
ment In l.ondon last night
reived in dispatches from London ar-<
riving here today, which show that be-
tween June 1 and September 24 no less
than 262 vessels of all nationalitica
have been sunk by submarines Of thosa
fiftean wera reported sunk withour
warning, with the loss of eighty-four
lives. A total of sixty-six neutral vea-
sels were destroved during the period.
Today's fuller information brings out
that the submarine activity has praca
tically douhled during the last two
months. Daring June, after delivery
of the Amerlcan note on the Sussex
accepting Germany’'s agreement not to
sink vessels without proper safeguard
to lives on board, fifty-seven vessels
were sunk, of which Ave were neutral,
and six, Including three neutrals, wera

sunk without warning, with the loss
of twenty-five lives.

In July the total sunk fell off to
forty-two, including nine neutral and
twd  British sank without warning,

with the loss of fortyv-one live=

In August the total sunk more than
doubled, with the flgure of 103, including
twenty-slx neutral vessels. Two allled
beoats were sunk without warning, with
the loss of three llves. The fizures up
to September 24 show a continuing high
rate of destruction in the month, with a
total of seventy-five wvessels sunk, in-
cluding twenty-six neutrals, with five al-
lied boats sunk without warning, with
the loss of fifteen lives.
